Children who are old enough to bo 


getting other foods besides milk, must 
not be allowed to eat things that may 
upset their stomachs. 


Don't give them pennies to spent- 


on cheap candies and ice ciearns, thai 
may do them no harm at the time 
but may nevertheless at any moment 
bring on a seveve intestinal distmb- 
ance, and has even been known to 
cause death. 


For these children, absolute regu- 


larity in feeding is important. Their 
desire for sweets is normal and may 
be gratified by giving them a small
